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SELECTMEN’S REPORT, 


To the legal voters of the Town of Rutland: 

At the time of the last Annual Meeting the war was still in 
fierce progress, and none conld foretell when the end would be. 
All loyal men felt that the rebellion must be crushed, cost what 
it might. This has been done, and it seems not out of place at 
this time to recapitulate briefly what Rutland has contributed in 
men and money to the cause of the Union.

Amount paid and to be paid for bounties and expenses of 
recruiting $217,676 64, about one-twelfth of the appraised 
value of the property in town. 

The first of our returning regiments were fed on their arrival 
here by subscription, at an expense of several hundred dollars, 
and the burden of this was falling upon comparatively few of the 
citizens. Believing that no man would wish to be deprived of 
the privilege and opportunity of contributing to the comfort of 
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these war-worn heroes, we assumed the expense of providing 
refreshments for the remaining regiments. 

We have paid, so far as called for, two installments of the 
bounty voted to Veterans at the last annual meeting. Nearly all 
of these men are now out of the service, and many of them are 
leaving the State or going into business, and need their money 
to use, and are willing to make quite a sacrifice to obtain it, and 
unless the town makes some provision they will sell their claims 
to private parties. We think many of them would take $800, 
payable July 15, 1866, in lieu of payment by installments, and 
this will give the town 20 per cent, interest on the amount so 
paid. We present the matter to your consideration, and suggest 
that if any such action is taken, it should be with a proviso 
allowing the Selectmen in their discretion to retain the bounty 
and expend the same for the support of the soldier’s family. 
There are a few soldiers who were entitled to $500 bounty, and 
have not been paid in full, and some of these have forfeited the 
balance unpaid by desertion. 

No claim has been made upon the town for damages to person 
or property incurred during the year upon the highway. 

We have built a dam, at an expense of $300, to turn and keep 
East Creek in its old channel at the Lester bridge, and thus save 
the necessity of building another bridge, and have partially 
rebuilt one of the abutments. The dam seems to answer the 
requirement. 

We have laid a road connecting Evelyn Street with Mer- 
chants’ Row, and also in extension of Merchants’ Row through 
to the Moulthrop road. The road has been traveled across the 
railroad grounds, but had never been laid, and by making certain 
improvements in the read we could secure it to the town, and 
save Hie payment of land damage and expense of moving build- 
ings on the line of the road, and we judged it to be true economy 
to accept so liberal au offer. We have expended $950 on the 
road, which is much less than the amount that would be appraised 
as land damages. Three hundred dollars of this amount was 
for straightening, widening and cutting down the rock south of 
the bakery. 

We have laid a road at West Rutland, near the Quarries, and 
appraised the land damage at $197 72, from which Mr. Barnes 
has taken an appeal. 
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A petition very numerously signed has been presented to us 
asking for a road and bridge across Otter Creek, connecting 
Nebraska with the Kelly road, which we thought best to refer 
to the town. a 

A court’s committee was called out last summer on the petition 
for a new road from Chittenden, down East Creek and across 
John Ingram’s farm, coming out near the George Ware house. 
The distance is about three miles, and we estimated the probable 
expense at $5000. The case was continued by agreement, with- 
out action by the committee, until next September court. The 
proposed road saves nothing in distance, and we think that some 
improvements in the present road will obviate any necessity for 
a new one. 

We have been notified that a petition would be presented for 
a road across, near the Western Vermont and R. & W. car 
house, from Madison to River Street, but too late for our con- 
sideration. If laid by the next Board of Selectmen, the expense 
will not be large. 

An unusual number of the bridges in town have been newly 
planked during the year, and we know of no large outlay 
required for highways and bridges the present season. We 
have settled the suit of David Daily and wife against the town 
for damages for land taken for the road back of Nathan Pierce’s 
store, on Main Street ; and also settled by arbitration the case 
of Michael Quinn against the town for damages to his lot on 
Centre Street, by washing, caused, as alleged, by defect in the 
gutter and drain by the roadside. Both of these suits were so 
small in amount that the costs would soon have exceeded the 
damages. 

Petitions numerously signed have been presented asking that 
one or both of the Town Halls may be sold, and that all Town and 
Freemen’s Meetings be holden at the East Village ; which matters 
we submit for your consideration.

The Overseer of the Poor closed his account on the 15th day 
of February, and paid all outstanding claims agaihst his depart- 


ment.

I herewith give a list of persons and families who have re- 
ceived assistance outside the Poor House, and the amount 
annexed to each persons name, and the cause for rendering such 
aid as far as could be known. 

The expenses of maintaining the poor outside the Poor House, 
are somewhat larger than last year, and also at the house. 

There has been admitted to the Poor House during the year 
forty-two different persons ; the average number through the 
year at the house is twenty-five. 

There are now in the Poor House fifteen. Six adults and 
nine children. 
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There has been three deaths at the house and a larger amount 
of sickness than last year. There has been five deaths among 
the poor who have received aid from the Town outside the 
Poor House, and a much larger amount of sickness than last 
year. 

We have had one very expensive case of sickness and removal, 
and two other cases of removal attended with considerable ex- 
pense, which with a larger number who have received aid out- 
side the Poor House this year than last, will account for the ex- 
penses of supporting the poor being somewhat larger than last 
year. 

You will also see that I have paid the man in charge one hun- 
dred dollars more than last year. 

The number of persons and families helped outside the Poor 
House are fifty-four. 

You herewith find a statement of the products of the farm, 
also an inventory of th« stock, provisions, furniture, &c.
